DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] 

The network computer environment has been the general technique of publishing various kinds of 
information among the public widely at the minimum cost. A concrete such good and known example is 
World Wide Web (World Wide Web). The computer of the type with which a large number differ is 
used, and access to information is shared. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

Many [ increasingly ] webs for accessing to multimedia information using television media are used. An 
advertising extensive activity is included in this. Since the website of the famous content host of a 
search engine or others is actually used well, these managers provide a user with the service for nothing, 
and, generally are selling and managing the advertising space on a web page. Now. it moved from this 
method to the information content provider of a newspaper or a conventional type like news service. For 
example. Cable News Network (CNN) A television network [ like ] and U.S. A. Today Information free 
detailed [ main dailies / like ] on those websites and advanced is offered. Generally, these sites are 
managed, when at least a part displays an advertisement. 
[0003] 

The advertiser desires to find the approach of completing electronic commerce eventually to the Web 
user who is doing browsing of the web page casually, without performing other troublesome processes. 
For example, "banner advertising" with the multimedia effectiveness which usually draws caution is 
prepared in most web pages. Offer of detailed actuation and an image is not only included, but offer of 
an animation object and an audio sound is included in this multimedia effectiveness. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] 

However, it is thought that banner advertising is only a noisy existence for an expert's Web user. A 
beginner's Web user also experiences moving to another page which is not interested in them 
immediately by clicking in the message surrounded with the box. When it does so. an advertiser will be 
sad about the rate of a response by banner advertising continuing falling. Since it is made a calamity and 
standard banner advertising is limited to a tooth space called the 468x60-pixel predetermined pixel area 
near the upper bed of a web page, an advertiser's creativity is restricted. 
[0005] 

For this reason, in order to make dealings it not only to enable it to display an advertisement in the 
context of a web page, but complete, it is desirable to give an advertiser more freedom which attracts a 
user. If it does so, it will become without a user moving to the site where it differed in the context of a 
web browser. 
[0006] 

Banner advertising of a standard web page offers the area of the page generally considered to be suitable 
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for offering a short teaser (teaser: advertisement which decoys purchaser with prize etc.) message, and 
the carbon button of 2 and 3 which a user clicks and leads to another website. However, generally it is 
not thought that the area which can be used is sufficiently large to giving a user interest and making it 
carry out to other tasks. For example, it is quite difficult to supply detailed animation and/or for a user to 
complete an order sheet in the tooth space where banner advertising was restricted. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

This invention is used for the distributed computing environment which gives the multimedia 
information which offers an advertisement like a web browser environment. 
According to this invention, the size of the display screen area in the context of the web browser 
window only for advertisements is dynamically changed by the user dialogue about a web page. 
For example, advertising size is dynamically expandable based on the manifestation of interest to a 
user's advertisement. Characteristic detailed PIKUCHUA and detailed order sheet of product 
information can be included in a large advertisement, or a more effective advertisement can be offered 
in large area. 
[0008] 

A user's interest over the advertisement can be judged by detecting that the user is doing a certain 
dialogue. This can carry out a trigger the click of the mouse on an advertisement, or only by a user 
moving a mouse around an advertisement near the advertisement on a predetermined time 
advertisement. Furthermore, if by a user's clicking in another area of a web page, or having a dialog 
already shows that it is uninterested to the advertisement, an advertisement will return to the size of a 
basis. 
[0009] 

In a desirable operation gestalt, as a web page content is not changed, advertising size can be changed. 
For example, the effectiveness which the author of a web page desires by the large advertising area of a 
web page performs covering the web page information top on a basis temporarily, and/or making the 
content of a basis depressed more below than that of this page. 
[0010] 

Unlike other web page advertising techniques, advertising information remains thoroughly in the context 
of the same window which shows the web page, therefore, it is not necessary to use the auxiliary Popup 
Window by which have been considered trouble for a user 
[0011] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] 

Drawing 1 is the block diagram of the distributed computing environment which carries out this 
invention. In this environment, it is many computers 12 and 14-1... 14-m interconnects by 
communication media. Communication media and distributed computing environment form "intranet" 
or the "Internet" using many computer network techniques, such as a local and a Wide Area Network, a 
router, a bridge, the gateway, a modem, and/or other data communication units. 
[0012] 

With a desirable operation gestalt. this invention uses the "Internet" which is the international computer 

network which connected millions of computers. 

[0013] 

Generally, computers 12 and 14 are a personal computer, a minicomputer, etc. The specific computer in 
distributed computing environment is the content host 14-1 ... It operates as 14-m and is mainly used for 
informational are recording and supply. Content host 14-1 widely used on the Internet ... One type of 14- 
m is called a web server, and offers access to the information accumulated in the format known as a web 
page. 
[0014] 

Generally the other computers called a client 12 in distributed computing environment are controlled by 
one user. A client computer 12 has a processor 21. memory or other storage, and a drop like all 
computers. In a client computer 12. in order for a user to look at a web page, communication media are 
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minded, and he is the content host 14-1 ... A replica web page file "is downloaded" from 14-m to a client. 
This download function is specifically performed by the browser program. This program is a browser 
program like Netscape NavigatorTM which can use interpreter mold language like JavaTM, or 
Microsoft Internet Explorer TM. (NavigatorTM is the trademark of California and Netscape 
Communications of Mountain View. Internet Explorer TM is the trademark of Microsoft Corp. of 
Washington and Redmond, and JavaTM is the trademark of Sun Microsystems. Inc. of California and 
Sunnyvale.) 
[0015] 

A browser program enables it to reproduce the display of a web page which is in the window 25 of an 
indicator. Other windows may be the things concerning other programs which the user is executing by 
the processor 21 . Although a web page is displayed, a browser program downloads a web page file to a 
local memory. The hypertext description language (HTML) it is directed that formats web page 
information to a browser program in the content area 26 and 28 in a window 25 is included in a web 
page file. In this example, the news report which the user requested is included in the content area 26. 
[0016] 

The address of the web page which a user wants to see. the input area where a user inputs the menu of 
other actuation relevant to actuation of the browser program itself, the area which displays the visual 
content of a web page on a list. etc. are shown in the display of the web page replica of a window 25. 
[0017] 

There is also Java byte code29 including the directions performed while the client computer 12 shows 

the web page in the downloaded web page replica. 

[0018] 

this invention — setting ~ it should observe — it is a web page including at least one area 28 including an 
advertisement. An advertisement 28 is used for urging him to carry out business relevant to the creator 
of the advertisement, i.e.. the author, for a user eventually. 
[0019] 

In this invention, the client 12 is provided with the advertisement 28 as a part of requested web page. 
Generally the web page and advertisement 28 which were requested are accumulated in one of the 
content hosts 14-1. For example, the content host 14-1 is http://www.excite.com/. The existing website 
is offered. Now. even if it does not go to what 1 million, a content host called what 1000 exists in World 
Wide Web. For example, another content host 14-m. and http://www.att.com/. A website is offered. An 
important thing is that the content host's 14-1 manager sells the advertising space of a web page to 
various advertisers. 
[0020] 

It sets in the example and he is CNN. World Wide Web (World Wide Web) It contracted so that 
electronic order service might be advertised to Eddie Bauer TM. (Eddie Bauer TM is the trademark of 
Edie Bauer of Washington and Redmond.) 

When the user of a client 12 wants to see today's header, non-secure connection is made to open by the 
common knowledge approach between the content host 14-1 and a client 12. For example, this 
connection is made to open using a transmission control protocol/Internet Protocol (TCP/IP). That is. a 
user is input area. The requested header information not only appearing in the content area 26. when 
inputting Uniform Resourse Locator (URL) of http//www.excite. com/but Eddie Bauer An advertisement 
also appears in area 28. 
[0021] 

This banner advertising is performed as a Java program 29. and processes the number task by this 
invention. Banner advertising is in the condition that two or more elements are scrolled by various 
displays, in order to attract a user's attention. As for banner advertising, it is common to be placed near 
the upper bed of a web page in the standardized 468x60-pixel pixel area. A tool like a Graphical 
Interchange Format (GIF) file or other multimedia tools like Macromedia Director TM can include a 
background, a sound, and actuation in banner advertising so that attention of those who look at a web 
page may be attracted. 
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[0022] 

Drawing 2 A - 2C shows several examples of an approach which answer a user dialogue and change the 
size of the banner-advertising area 28. Drawing 2 A which is the first drawing is a display which usually 
provides a user with the web banner 28 of size. It is located in the condition of having downloaded the 
content area 26 peach on a web page. The display of drawing 2 B comes out by the user dialogue on the 
area of the degree in this web banner advertising. Size was enlarged and. specifically, the banner- 
advertising area 28 has lapped with one or more content area 26 of the page. In this case, a user is urged 
to input more perfect ordering information and the electronic commerce which was usually able to be 
begun within the context of banner advertising of size at first is completed. 
[0023] 

However, in the example shown in drawing 2 C which is another operation gestalt. the content area 26 is 

replaced by the web banner-advertising area 28. and is moved under the web page. 

[0024] 

At the point that answer a user dialogue also in this case and the size of web banner advertising is 
changed, that effectiveness is the same as that of the above. 

Completion of the information in banner advertising for an order returns the advertisement to criteria 

size as again shown in drawing 2 A. 

[0025] 

Moreover, the trigger of the modification of the size of advertising area is carried out by various kinds of 
user dialogues. For example, if drawing 3 A is seen, the web advertising area 28 is 
http://www.excite.com again. It is shown in the context of a web page. A user only moves a mouse on 
the web banner-advertising area 28. and this advertisement returns to a display as a page display shows 
to drawing 3 C. 

The mouse click of the part of an advertisement 28. mouse migration in about 28 advertisement, or the 
mouse actuation on predetermined time advertisements, such as 1 / 2 seconds, also goes into the trigger 
action of a user dialogue. Java script events is used for a trace of such a user dialogue. 
[0026] 

In order to see the web page advertising area which considered as the exception method as shown in 
drawing 3 B. for example, was expanded, the applet is programmed so that a user has to click the inside 
of the banner-advertising area 28. 
[0027] 

The web page banner-advertising area 28 expanded to drawing 3 C is shown, and directions that banner 

advertising becomes small in the size of a basis are attached by clicking in the area. 

[0028] 

In order to urge a user to complete electronic commerce, in addition to supplying large area, the 
dialogue with a web advertisement supplies bigger area and a detailed graphic. For example, it is the 
case where it is displayed on the banner-advertising window in which more detailed explanation of wine 
selection was expanded like drawing 4 B like drawing 4 A when offering more detailed PIKUCHUA of 
an apparel display. 
[0029] 

Although a desirable operation gestalt is taken up and this invention is shown concretely, this contractor 
can change various the format and details, without deviating from the meaning and the range of this 
invention which were specified to the claim.
